Much We Should Drink Depends 


Upon Circumstances. 


According to Professor Allen, says The 


Medical Times, we sbtmld drink from one 
third to two-flfths us many ounces as we 
weigh in pounds. 
Therefore, fur a man 


weighing 16S pounds there would be re- 
quired SO to 64 ounces daily, or from IJi 
to 4 pints. 


This The Journal of Hygiene regards 


as a very indefinite answer, -he quantity 
of water required depends on thu season of 
the year, the amount of work done and 
the kind of food eaten. In hot weather we 
require more than in cold, because of th 
greater loss through the skin, though this 
is in part made up by the le^er quantity 
passed uv.ay through the kidneys.-. If a 
man labors very hard, he requires more 
than if his l.-.bor is light. A man workinc; 
in a foundry, where the temperature is 
high and the perspiration profuse, not in 
frequently drinks three or four gallons 
daily. 


If the food be btimulatinpr and salty, 


moro water is required than if it be Wand. 
Vegetarians and those who use much Iruit 
require less water than those who eat salt 
fish and pork, and often get along on none 
except what is in their food. In mosn 
cases our instincts U-il us how much water 
to ilrink far better than any hard or lba-0. 
rule. For ages they have been acquiring a 
knowledge, of how mue.li to drink and 
transmitting that knowledge to descend- 
ants, and if we follow them we shall not 
go far out of the way. 


It is of more use to \istokno-sv Chat pure 


water is essential, and that impure vrate 
is one of the most dangerous of drinks 
than TO knovr how much of ic is roquimi 
daily. If one live in a region where tbe 
water is bad, it should be boiled and put 
away in bottles well corked in an ice chest. 
and in addition one should eat all the fruit 
cue can, if fruit agrees. Fruits contain 
not only pure water, but salts, which uu 
needed to carry on healthfully tho func 
tions of life.

autographs. 
In the las-t line his b:isiuo? 


was large nnd profitable, as he made tin. 
autographs himself, needing no other Kjols 
than the stump of a ijnill pen, a bottle ol 
brown ink and a few blank le-'ves taken 
from the volumes on his shelve,::. Encour- 
aged by his success, he overdid the thing, 
and Baltimore became unde-Irable us a 
•place cf residence. So he- re-moved to Phil- 
adelphia, in the early fifties (ISot is is sup- 
posed) and opened another curiosity store 
on South street, west of Broad, anel for a 
number of years did well and even pros- 
pered. 


Collecting autographs was a fashion oi 


the time, and Spring fabricated them by 
the ream, asserting in later years that he 
had sold at; least BOO AVashingtons, besides 
many Clymers, Franklins, Hopkinsons, 
Jeffersons, \Vhipples and others. He wat 
very partial to the signatures of the sign 
ers, in fact, and supplied them to the trad' 
ad libitum. He not only had much knowl- 
edge of out of the way Revolutionary his- 
tory, but also was an excellent narrator, 
and is his convivial mon-.ents a most amus- 
ing rompnnion. His fraxids raxist have 
been almost numberless, for he did a large 
business, both in Xcw York and Canada, 
Belling to a ir.wyer iu this city 60 bogus 
letters from Benedict Arnold and his wife 
Margaret, while he supplied tho erudite 
Kanucks with many Franklins and Wash- 
ingt-ous. 


Suspicion was first aronsed against him 


when the library of one of the early Amer- 
ican judges, a connection of the Washing- 
ton family, was sold ut auction in Phila- 
delphia. Many of the books had in them 
the autograph of Washington, and these 
naturally brought high prices. But it was 
thought extremely odd, to say the least, 
when in one of the volumes a letter cf 
Spring's was found, worded ambiguously 
and offering his services to seme one in- 
terested in the sale, a nephew of tho judge. 
Moreover, a copy of a book printed in IbCM 
was also graced with Washington's signa 
ture. It is difficult to sec how Washington 
coulil have written in a book published 
after his death, and this posthumous pro- 
ceeding provoked much tulk, well informed 
bookmen being of the opinion that Spring's 
omnivorous industry in deception had been 
employed in giving a fictitious value to 
volumes with the autographs. However, 
this was mera* suspicion, and came W 
nothing. 


Perhaps, indeed, if Spring had led a 


regular life he might never have been more
